An applicant
for licensure who 1is currently licensed to practice denturism in an-
other state, territory of the United States, District of Columbia, or
Puerto Rico, that the board has determined has substantially equiva-
lent licensing standards including written and clinical examinations,
shall submit to the board:

(1) A completed application;

(2) The application fee required in WAC 246-812-990;

(3) An official transcript from an educational program approved
by the board;

(4) Verification of successful completion of board-approved ex-
aminations that include:

(a) A written examination that contains the topics listed in RCW
18.30.100(4);

(b) A practical examination that includes a practical demonstra-
tion of skills; and

(c) The online jurisprudence examination;

(5) Current licensure in a Jjurisdiction approved by the board un-
der RCW 18.30.090(1); and

(6) Seven clock hours of AIDS education as required 1in chapter
246-12 WAC, Part 8.
